Letter carriers want cost-of-living increase in contract

The National Association of 
Letter Carriers has been with- 
out a contract since Nov. 20, 


when a four-year agreement 
with the U.S. Postal Service 
expired. The NALC and the 
U.S. Postal Service agreed to 
mediation in February, but 
contract talks failed. Since 
postal employees are not per- 
mitted to strike, the impasse 
will be resolved by binding 
arbitration. Meanwhile, terms 
of the previous NALC contract 
remains in effect. 

Elliff said the NALC is 
seeking another four-year 
agreement, annual wage 
increases, cost-of-living 
allowances and a pay grade 
system that would change 
from level five to six for an 
increase of 6 percent.

Decatur receives hundreds of 
thousands of dollars as seed 
money to build an agriculture 
museum. Twenty grand goes 
for an exhibition at the Gay 
and Lesbian Hall of Fame 
The Irish Rovers bagpipe 
band gets some bucks. The 
list literally goes on and on. 

On top of all the other pro- 
jects for their districts, 
African- 

American legislators were 
able to squeeze an extra $6 
million a year for five years

| en districts. The cash was 
quickly dubbéd “black pork.” 

Even the Jewish communi- 
ty got on the pork bandwagon. 
The Jewish Federation was 
able to get some bucks for one 
of its care-giving facilities.

It was a veritable pork 
bonanza - the largest appro- 
priation for pork projects in 
the history of the state of Illi- 
nois. $250 million buckaroos: 

If you happen to run into 
your state legislator at the 
supermarket, or more likely 
around this time of year at the 
golf course, ask her how she 
justifies spending a quarter of 
a billion dollars on pork. 

The first thing you'll hear 
is the politically correct termi- 
nology. “We don’t refer to 
them as pork projects,” your 
legislator will say. “We prefer 
to call them “member initia- 
tives.’” 

OK, whatever, you'll say, 
but what about all that cash? 

“Well,” your legislator will 
say, “every year we give the 
state bureaucracy billions of 
dollars to spend as it sees fit 
But I know my district a lot 
better than any Springfield 
bureaucrat, so I should have 
control over how some of that 
money is spent. And really, 
$250 million isn’t a lot when 
you consider that we have a 
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How.do you plan to spend your summer 
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$42 billion budget.” 

Your legislator might even 
point to some of the pork that 
would benefit somebody like 
yourself. For example, I live 
in a tiny, all-volunteer fire 
protection district that had to 
hold countless chili dinners 
and raffles just to buy a pick- 
up truck. But our state legisla- 
tor earmarked some money 
for a new fire truck. We never 
could have afforded that new 
truck without raising taxes, so 
I am a happy man. 

Is pork a good thing? Well, 


how many of you trust the 
bureaucracy to do what's 


right for your hometowns? 
Probably not too many. Then 
again, how many of you trust 
politicians to do the right 
thing? 

The difference is that when 
a bureaucracy hands out 
money for projects it usually 
is required to demonstrate 
need and usefulness. 

Pork spending has no such 
restrictions. An agriculture 
museum in Decatur might be 
the dumbest idea in the world, 
but if the local legislator likes 
the concept then it gets state 
cash. A bagpipe band might 
get pork money because one 
of its members plays softball 
with the brother-in-law of a 
state legislator. There’s no 
formal vetting process (or 
even an application process) 
with pork, so we really don’t 
know if the money is being 
well-spent or not. And, no 


Government pork is an expensive dish 


matter how you slice it, $250 
million is a lot of ham hocks. 

Pork spending is literally 
an ideology for many legisla- 
tors (“We have the absolute 
right, the obligation even, to 
direct some local spending”), 
and this could be very danger- 
ous. 

There’s a real possibility 
that when the economy turns 
sour and revenues start to dry 
up, some worthwhile pro- 
grams could suffer because 
legislators will refuse to relin- 
quish their pork, probably 
believing that they’ll need the 
projects even more to get 
themselves re-elected. A pork 
grant to a local bagpipe band 
might count against the IIli- 
nois Arts Council’s appropria- 
tion, for instance. 

Pork has become an addic- 
tive drug to the General 
Assembly. Right now, legisla- 
tors are in the, “I can handle 
it, I ean quit anytime” stage 

One day, however, this eco- 
nomic party is going to end, 
and the resulting debate over 
the future of state spending 
will not be a pretty sight. A 
junkie facing cold turkey 
never is.

Money bag’s owner has one year to file claim

A Granite City woman may 
have been looking for a 
bargain at the Edwardsville 
Target store, but she saved 
more than a pretty penny. 


MADISON eas she 
COUNTY walking to 
her car 
about 11:30 a.m. Monday, the 
24-year-old woman looked 
down to see $1,800 in cash 
lying on the ground. Unsure 
what to do, she picked up the 
“money and went home to 
discuss her find with her 
husband 
“T was scared at first. I 
didn’t know if anybody was 
watching me or whatever,” 
she said 
The woman has asked that 
her name not be revealed. 
After they got over the 
shock, the couple, 
accompanied by a family 
member, took the money to 
the Edwardsville Police 
Department and turned it in 
about 7 p.m. Monday. 
“It was being honest,” she 


said. ‘If I lost that kind of 
money, I’d want somebody to 
turn it in, too.”’ 

Because she works as a bank 
teller, the woman is used to 
the sight of large amounts of 
money but said she never had 
been in a situation like this 
before. 

“I’m used to seeing it at the 
bank, but not in public. I’ve 
never seen anything like that 
before,’’ she said. “‘I’ve-found 
maybe a quarter or a’penny, 
but nothing like that.” 

“Because she works at a 
bank, she sees older people 
who cash Social Security 
checks and don’t have any 
thing else in the world,’’ her 
mother said. ‘‘She thought it 
might have been something 
like that, and she didn’t want 
to take a chance on hurting 
someone who didn’t have 
anything.”’ 

Under a state statute, she 
was required to turn the 
money in to authorilies, but 
she does stand a chance to see 
a return on her investment in 
the law. She has filed a court 
order to receive the money if 
it is not claimed by its owner. 


In cases that involve more 
than $100, the finder has five 
days to turn in the property, 
filling out an affidavit that it 
was not altered in any way. 


“‘Within 20 days of receiving 
the affidavit, the court’s clerk 
must publish a notice for three 
successive weeks in a 
newspaper. If the owner does 
not come forward and pay the 
charges and expenses 
associated with that process 
within a year, it’s ‘‘finders 
keepers.”’ 


To protect against false 
claims, police requested that 
no further details be published 
about the conditions 
surrounding the woman’s find. 
The family has been told 
documentation will be required 
as proof of ownership for 
anyone who tries to make a 
claim. 

The woman, who has a 
toddler, has plans for what she 
will do if the money reverts to 
her. 

“It would automatically go 
to my daughter’s savings 
account,’’ she said. 








Shell refinery has made mark on 
Roxana, Madison County history

Shell Oil Co. provided a 
livelihood for thousands of 
families across the Metro East 
since the refinery started 
producing gasoline 81 years 
ago on the prairie land of 
Roxana. 

“Shell 
MADISON has 
foreland touched 
the lives 
of employees and their 
families in every town, from 
Roxana and Wood River to 
Alton and Edwardsville,” said 
Margaret Middlecoff, who 
retired after 46 years at the 
refinery. ‘‘When you went to 
work at Shell, you had a 
lifetime job.” 

The historic Shell refinery, 
now Wood River Refining Co., 
will be sold to Clark USA Ine 
in a deal that will create one 
of the largest inland refinery 
systems in the world. 

Shell Oil refinery was known 

Roxana Petroleum Co. 
when it produced its first 
gasoline in 1918 from new 
refining machinery built on the 
barren, sandy watermelon 
fields just outside Wood River. 

The refinery has played a 
big role in the history of the 
community, especially Roxana, 
Middlecoff said 

The town of Roxana was 
born suddenly in 1921 from 
hundreds of families who came 
to work in the growing, young 
oil refinery. 

“Roxana grew up around 
Shell,’ said Middlecoff, who is 

active in the Shell history 
museum near the plant. 


Homes sprouted up around 
the refinery when Shell hired 
Raymond O. Hancock and Co. 
to build the popular ‘‘Hancock 
Houses”’ for refinery 
employees. 

“Some of the Hancock 
Houses still stand today on 
Tydeman Street in Roxana,” 
Middlecoff said. 

The wife of Shell executive 
Marcus Abrahams picked the 
name Roxana for the new 
refinery and its town in 1922. 

“She chose the name Roxana 
after the name of the wife of 


Alexander the Great,’ a 
history of Shell refinery 
revealed. 

Third and fourth generations 
of the same families worked 
much of their lives at the 
Roxana refinery, and their 
paychecks have pumped 
millions of dollars into the 
area economy 

Middlecoff is a member of 
the second generation of her 
family to work at the refinery. 

‘““My father, Roy Armes, 
worked at Shell for 37 years as 
an operator.”

and ’91) and a 40-0 season in 
1998. 

“There were a lot of 
people who contributed to 
this,’’ Pile said, referring to 
the monument as well as the 
players and assistant 
coaches who allowed the 
nationally recognized coach 
to retire with a record of 
509-159. 

Major contributors noted 
at the bottom of each 
vinyl-type standards are the 
Bank of Edwardsville and 
the Eberhart Sign and 
Lighting Company. 


Another state title, no 
doubt, would lead to an 
addition to the monument, 
but at the complex there is 
plenty of room for additions, 
such as the elevated pitching 
bullpen mound that also has 
been added behind the first 
base dugout.

He also had a stretch 
from 1974-1988 where the Cougars placed 
sixth or better at the NCAA Division II 
championships. Kristoff compiled a 
career coaching mark of 210-200-12. 

He coached 52 wrestlers to 110 NCAA 
Division II All-American certificates at 
SIUE, including 18 national champions 
and 11 NCAA Division I All-Americans. 


Even before he stepped on the campus 
at SIUE, Kristoff had compiled an 
impressive wrestling resume. As a 
coach, he mentored the World Cup team 
three times and was the United States 
coach at the World Championships.

Jedi Knights held their own 
at the weekend box office 
despite losing a sizable chunk 
of the ‘“‘Star Wars’’ audience, 
industry estimates showed.

Roberts. 

Anthony Hopkins’ crazed 
apeman in “‘Instinct’’ proved 
no match, earning only a third 
place in its opening week, 
according to industry 
estimates released June 6. 

“Star Wars: Episode I — 
The Phantom Menace”’ held 
firm at the No. 1 epot, earnin; 
$32.2 million over the weeken: 
to top the $250 million mark. 

“Notting Hill,” starring 
Roberts and Hugh Grant, 
continued to fare well in its 
second week, taking in $15 
million over the weekend for a 
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total of $49.4 million. 

“Instinct,” the only new film 
opening in wide release, 
earned only $10.2 million for 
third place. 

The thriller, starring Cuba 
Gooding Jr. and Hopkins as a 
murderous scientist living 
among apes, was expected to 
do better against ‘‘Phantom,” 
which remained strong despite 
losing 37 percent of its 
audience in its third week of 
release. 

‘The ‘‘Star Wars’’ prequel is

Scientists rush to Elsah campus to view artifact

Nestled high on the bluffs at 
Principia College in Elsah, 
buried under 10 feet of soil and 
rock, a piece of the past has a 
10,000-year-old story — but will 
have to wait a few more 
months to tell its tale

Within a few hours, a team 
of professors from the math 
and natural sciences unit filed 
over to the site, investigated 
the area and quickly filled the 
iole to preserve the site until 
students can help with the 
project this fall. 

Faculty and students will 
work to piece fragments 
together to restructure the 
tooth. Along with other 
findings from the 
faculty/student dig this fall, 
the tooth will be housed in a

The tooth belonged to a 
beast standing 10- to 
h and weighing two 
es more than the average 
modern elephant. The bulky 
beasts roamed the Earth from 
an estimated 1.7 million years 
ago til only 10,000 years ago. 

Researchers still have not 
determined whether the animal 
was a Woolly, Jeffersonian or 
Columbian mammoth. 

“They were walking around 
right where we are,”’ said Tom 
Fuller, professor and chair of 
the math and natural sciences 
unit at the college. 

‘The grass-grinding 
vegetarians had large, flat, 
round teeth, which they used 
to consume 600 to 1,000 pounds 
of grass on an average day.

College, said this indicates the 
bluff-covered region in Jersey 
County. where the college sits 
was called a savanna region, 
which means it was covered 
with high prairie grass. 

“That’s why the grass is so 
short around here now,” Fuller 
said and chuckled. 

This is the bigecst campus 
discovery Marshall has seen in 
the 35 years he has been at the 
college. The tusk of a 
mammoth or mastodon was 
found near the campus off 
Cemetery Road in Elsah in 
1960. 

“Tt’s a wonderful educational 
opportunity for our students,’’ 
Fuller said. ‘‘He’s been in the 
ground for more than 10,000 
years; he can wait for another 
few months.”” 

Jeffrey Saunders, curator 
and chairman of the geology 
section of the Illinois State 
Museum in Springfield, made 
a visit to the site Tuesday. He 
said expectations for the 
quantity and quality of bones 
on the site are modest because 
of invading roots absorbing the 
calcium from the area, 
increasing potential for decay 
and invading moisture at the 
site 


“If all we get out of it are 
the rest of the tooth and part 
of the jaw, it will be worth it,” 
Marshall said. 

Marshall said the fragments 
collected at the site were 
blanketed with a silty, gritty 
soil, which is called loess. The 
soil might have been tossed 
into the air and up over the 
bluffs as a result of the last 
Ice Age leading from the 
Pleistocene Era into the 
current time — the Holocene 
era. 

“This was a windy 
environment these mammoths 
lived in,” Marshall said, 
dusting off a tooth fragment. 
“This is completely embedded 
in the loess.” 


Principia College is a “ 
Christian Science school with 
nearly 550 students. Fuller and 
Marshall said they hope 
students will take an interest 
in the project in the areas of 
mapping, curating, preserving, 
plaster casting and displaying. 


“It’s a very rich 
experience,” Fuller said 
“They will learn skills people 
learn in the field.””

If it's 12” to 18”, start two 
feet out. More than 18”? 
Start three feet out. Apply 
half of the fertilizer inone 
direction over the entire 
area and the other half at a 
right angle to ensure even 
coverage. 


Spikes are slow-release 
fertilizer compressed into 
the spike. Make sure the 
tree is well watered before 
placing the spikes in the 
soil. Drive them in deep 
enough to be out of the 
range of the grass blades. 
Each time moisture moves 
through the soil, some of 
the fertilizer will be : 
released. 


Your new tree should be 
properly staked. By 
properly, we don’t mean 
rigid like a utility pole out 
front. New trees should 
sway say ee with the 
breeze. Check the stakes 
often to make sure they 
haven't become dislodged 
and they're holding the 
tree straight. And the wire 
or rope must not contact 
the tree’s bark or it could 
be in for some dire 
consequences. A rubber 
tube should be wrapped 
around the bark with the 
wire or rope running 
through it. 


Mowing the lawn around 
the tree stakes can become 
downright annoying if you 
try to cut around them. Lift 
the stakes out of the 
ground, mow the area, then 
replace the stakes in their 
original holes... if you can 
find them! And when 
you're mowing, be very 
careful to avoid scraping 
the tree’s bark with the 
mower.

Dodge Viper coupe is 
road-burner deluxe 


By Tom Strongman 


Like a sledgehammer in the middle of your 
back: That’s the feeling you get when you stab 
the Viper’s throttle and unleash all 450 of its 
horsepower at once. 

Speed gushes out of this vehicle like water 
from a fire hose. Each gear change sends forth 
another geyser of acceleration you can feel 
inside your belly 

_ My future daughter-in-law said it felt like 
riding a roller coaster. 


Probing the capabilities of this monstrous 10-cylin- 
der engine results in a torrent of noise and vibration 
that sets your body abuzz, regardless of the fact the 
GTS coupe is considerably more civilized and hos- 
pitable than the R/T 10 roadster. 

Careless use of the throttle can catch even 
the most skilled driver off-guard. Coupled with 
the fact the pedals are considerably offset to 
the left — which makes the brake hard to find 
at first great care is required until you are 
thoroughly familiar with all of the controls, not 
to mention the prodigious power output 

The gigantic engine that throbs under this love 


hood is an aluminum derivative of the V- 
10 engine originally developed for the 
ige Ram pickup. It produces so 
much torque (490 pound-feet) it accel- 
erates like a train from less than 
1,000 rpm. The last two gears of the 
six-speed gearbox are overdrive, so 
the engine can relax enough at cruis- 
ing speed to get reasonable fuel 
economy. At 70 mph in sixth gear, 
the engine turns over at approxi+ 
mately 1,400 rpm. 

In car like this, fuel econo- 
my is academic. The EPA rating 
is 11 mpg in the city and 20 on the 
highway, but to achieve that you 

have to drive like there’s an egg 
under your throttle foot. 
Visually, there are few other s that elicit 
such a visceral response. After parking this silver 
coupe in the parking lot at work, I returned to find a 
note on the windshield proclaiming it “the most 
beautiful car in the galaxy. 
The Viper, now one of the oldest models in the 
Dodge lineup,’ appeared in 1992 as a roadster. The 
GTS coupe, along with a boost to 450 horsepower, was 
added in 1997. According to Chrysler, 96 percent of the 
buyers are male, average age 48, with a household 
income of $190,000. ; 

Changes for 1999 include bigger wheels, black, 
red or silver paint and a leather interior high- 
lighted with touches of aluminum trim around 
the gauges, on the shift knob and the door han- 
dles. The leather looks good and smells great. 

The upgraded tire-wheel package consists of 
18-inch-diameter aluminum wheels with 
Michelin Pilot Sport tires whose profile is so 
low they look like rubber bands stretched 
around the wheels. 

These steamroller tires and their foot-wide 
tread grip the road like it was flypaper, but 
they are extremely sensitive to bumps and 
seams in the pavement. Apply power in a 
sweeping turn and they bite the pavement in a 


nin 
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series of jerks and nibbles as they work to fend 
off the awesome power of this V-10 motor. 

The‘combination of wide tires and firm sus- 
pension communicates so much road feel that 
you can tell if you run over a gum wrapper. 
The ride is stiff, for sure, but not buckboard 

ality (unless you happen across some frost- 
lamaged pavement). 

In many ways, the Viper is an anachronism. 
and proudly so. Its roots reach back to the 
1960s, when sports cars like the Shelby Cobra 
were raw-boned, rough-riding bullets that com 
promised civility for performance. True, it has 
a 200-watt Alpine AM/FM/CD player. and the 
leather interior adds a touch of luxury, but 
after driving it for a couple of hours f was 
relieved to ease it into the lot at work and give 
it, and me, a rest 

As you can imagine, this car is far from per. 
fect in the traditional sense. Getting in requires 
the agility of a gymnast. Getting out can be 
even harder, because the door sill heats up due 
to the exhaust pipes that run underneath it 

The trunk is deep but small, just big enough 
for a couple of carry-on bags. Radio reception 
is so-so. The sound is drowned out by the 
engine, and the buttons are so tiny it is easier 
to just leave it turned off. And our test car had 
a nasty wind whistle from the left door at any 
speed over 60 mph 

But Vipers are not about practicality. Using 
one as everyday transportation, while certainly 
possible, is not the point. Think of it instead as 
a Sunday afternoon car taken out to clear the 
cobwebs from your senses and get in touch wili 
performance al a gut level.
